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On  October  29,  1955,  nearly  ninety-six  per  cent  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Jefferson  County  who  went  to  the  polls  voted  for  the 
establishment  of  a  junior  college  for  Mt.  Vernon,  Illinois.  This 
is  the  most  overwhelming  majority  recorded  in  junior  college 
history. 

Twenty-seven  per  cent  of  the  1956  high  school  graduating 
class  enrolled  in  the  home  college  in  September.  The  percentage 
of  Mt.  Vernon  graduates  attending  college  has  doubled  since 
the  establishment  of  the  Mt.  Vernon  Community  College.  En- 
rollment held  up  well  during  all  semesters.  In  addition,  through 
night  courses,  it  served  adults  of  the  commiuity. 

The  college  has  full  recognition  from  the  State  of  Illinois  and 
is  fully  accredited  by  the  University  of  Illinois.  It  is  also  ap- 
proved for  the  training  of  veterans  by  the  Veterans'  Admin- 
istration.

Students  as  well  as  instructors  enjoy  using  the  attractive  and  comfortably  furnished  library  for  study,  serious 
reading,  and  research.  Much  recreational  reading  material  attracts  those  who  wish  to  relax  in  the  homelike  at- 
mosphere. Sixty  regularly  received  periodicals;  three  daily  newspapers;  one  weekly  newspaper;  an  extensive  voca- 
tional file;  a  vertical  file  of  clippings,  pamphlets,  and  miscellaneous  items;  and  a  collection  of  1480  books  is 
available  to  library  users.  These  books  are  supplemented  with  materials  from  the  high  school  and  state  libraries. 
The  library  is  open  each  school  day  from  8:15  a.m.  until  4:00  p.m.  It  seats  thirty-eight  people. 


HISTORY  102 

History  102  is  a  history  of  Western 
Civilization  from  1815  to  the  present 
day,  emphasizing  European  nationalism, 
liberalism,  and  imperialism. 


ENGINEERING  102 

Students  apply  the  theory  of  projections  to  the  solution  oi  problems  in- 
volving points,  lines,  planes,  curved  surfaces,  and  solids. 


MATHEMATICS  113 

This  course  covers  the  study  of  fundamentals  of  analytic  and  numerical 
trigonometry.  Relations  between  sides  and  angles  of  the  right  triangle,  the 
law  of  sines,  cosines,  and  tangents  are  used  in  solving  practical  problems. 


BUSINESS  EDUCATION  243 

The  business  law  course  introduces  the  rules,  standards,  and  principles 
governing  business  and  business  transactions.  Subject  matter  includes  funda- 
mentals of  contracts  and  the  development  of  material  pertaining  to  many 
special  kinds  of  contractural  relations. 


BUSINESS  EDUCATION  112 

Students,  working  for  proKciency  in  this  business  skill,  do  a  timed  writing 
as  part  of  their  typing  course.  Attention  is  given  to  the  study  of  various  busi- 
ness letter  forms  and  business  papers.  Students  should  type  60  words  per 
minute  by  the  end  of  the  semester. 


PSYCHOLOGY 

This  course  provides  a  general  introduction  to  the  psy- 
chological nature  of  man,  his  personality  development, 
and  his  basic  adjustive  patterns. 


EDUCATION  201 

This  course  presents  a  study  of  the  problems,  trends, 
history,   and  development   of   American   public  education. 


EDUCATION  202 

This  basic  undergraduate  course  in  educational  psy 
ogy  deals  with  principles  from  such  areas  as  mental 
giene  and  the  psychology  of  learning. 
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SPANISH  202 

Miss  Emily  Kelly  demonstrates  the  dress  of  the  Spanish- 
speaking  people.  This  course  includes  rapid  reading, 
review  of  grammar,  composition,  and  conversation. 


FRENCH  102 

This  course  contains  advanced  work  in  grammar,  pro- 
nunciation, reading  of  modern  authors,  composition,  and 
conversation. 


SPEECH  101 

This  course  deals  with  the  preparation  and  delivery  of 
short  speeches,  emphasizing  selection  and  organization  of 
material,  methods  of  securing  attention  and  presentation. 


MUSIC  212 

As  an  integral  part  of  the  elements 
of  conducting  this  course,  a  student. 
Brenda  ChaHin,  practices  the  technique 
of  holding  a  baton  while  instructor, 
Charles  Gregg,  offers  advice.  The  course 
also  stresses  conducting  patterns  and 
the  use  of  the  left  hand. 


ART  102
